requent oliinatio changes give many tho 
pretest for wholesale condemnation of 
he noithwestorn climate which is pro- 
nounced the most intolerable on the face 


t tho earth. 
Very frequently those sudden and ox- 


remo changes do try one's patience, but 
t must bo borne in mind that in no 
ouutry under the sun are there fewer 
deaths in proportion to tho population 
han in 'the' noithwestorn states. 
The 


limato has not materially changed. The 
jhangea are-as 'capiioious and sudden as 
hey were ton, twenty or thirty years 
ago; and tneso may produce many disor- 
ders, especially ol the throat and lungs, 
which are rare or-untnown in other oovra- 
lies, but irr the milder olimabs thoro 
are diseases that 'do as deadly work as 
meumonia, and besido tuat life lags out 


L sort o£ a stupid existence in countries 
whose olimato are more equable and less 
adapted-to ••beget-vigor and hirdiuess. 


Theiorthern oHmato is not colder now 
han'it was'.Ic.rty years' ago. Its cold 
naps -are -fittnl.- now a? they were in 
pioneer days, and diseases have • not in- 
creased and deaths do not multiply in 
jreater ration than population. Among 
he natives there sre more deaths in 
iroporlion to population,, in the softer 
climates—CiAitoi am, Colorado, and tho 
southern states—than in tho rugged oli- 
mate'of the north..!

' Xho first biennial report o£ tho state 
board of chanties and reform has been 
published, and shows that in 18S4 there 
•were 18,991 pvrsous in the ttato prison, 
louses of correction, jmls and police 
stations c£ the stats. This is a decrease 
ot nearly l.CCO from tho number ot' pris- 
oners in 1883. The number ot iueane in 
the stats on the 30th of last September^ 
was 2,238 against 2.CCS the year previous! 
Tho number of paupers in poorhouses m 
1884 was 1,808, against 2,529 in 1SS3, 


Thero arc a few facts and suggestions 


n tho report of- the board ot ohouties 
.hat are worth printing in these columns. 
Speaking atout tho county jails the 
joard says: -"If tko people o£ Book coun- 
;y wish to suppress the tramp nuisance, 
;hoy should induce the city of Beloit to 
salaiy tho city marshal, as Janesv.'Ue 
does. Trumps would not ho near as 
many in Beloit as they no\T are, if it were 
tho interoBt o£ the marsiml to drive them 
awiiy instead of to encourage them. The 
jail remains tho mv.tanco it lifs long 
jeon. A new jail is ereutly needed. It 
would improve tho condition oC tuo jail 
if tho city of Janesville had a separate 
police station for hoi' own drunliarda and 
vagrants," 


Tho board speak in high terras ot the 


condition of the Ko'ck county poorhoiise, 
and in tho current report this rcfcience 
to the institution is used: "This institu- 
tion has been visited many times, and 
has always been found in excellent con- 
dition. We aro sorry that Mr. and Mrs. 
Conaut have felt obliged to1 resign on ac- 
count o£ tho re£usol oC the board to in. 
crease their salary. They hnvo done ex- 
cellent service." 


One of the most important institutions 


in Rock county is tho . county asylum in 
which some 05 chronic insane are cared 
for. 
Dr. Tuke, ot London, England, 


visited the county asylum last year, and 
nlthough he was'prejudiced against that 
mode of providing Ixr chronic lunatics 
he saw enough to satisfy him that tha 
system is a practical one. In a paper 
road at a hospital in London, Dr. Tnke 
said:

Tho olllcors, accompanied by all tho 
other people, at onco turuod back and re- 
turned to tho city, Tho river fell rapidly 
after this, and in a few days tho Sherman 
wont aground. This was soon from tho city 
walla, and another Hoot of boats came 
toward tho schooner, this time with hostile 
intont, tho pooplo being armod. Shots wore 
again fired from tho Sherman, and the 
Coroans turned back 
as 
before. 
Both 


ofllcors and people of the city wore now 
enraged.' Boatg wero. loaded .with com- 
bustible 
material and taken to points 


above tho schooners anchorago. Hero they 
woro fired and allowed to drift down upon 
hor. 
Tho Sherman was soon in Jlamos. Her 


people jumpod overboard to save thomsolvos, 
but most of them wore drowned. A few 
wero picked up by Corean boats. 
Tho 


prisoners wore brought before tlio Icamm 
and examined. They told tho object oC 
the Sherman's coming. All ofTorts to savo 
thorasolvos woro useless, uowavor, and in a 
few days thoy wero lod out and bohoadod." 


Up to 1870 tho Unitod Statos government 


could learn nothing of tho Sherman's de- 
struction, la that yoar Eoar Admiral John 
Kodgors, in command of the Asiatic station, 
was ordered to investigate hor loss. , Coru- 
niodoro Schloy, ot Groely roiiof farao, was 
at tho tlmo connected with tho station as 
lieutenant commander. Soforring to tho 
expedition, ho said: 


"Tho Asiatic squadron wont to tho Yellow 


6oa, and to the rnoutb of tho Solo rivor, our 
objoct bolag to learn, if possible, something 
of tho Shorman'_s los*. 
In order tD ascend 


tho rivor, wo obtained permission from the 
Coroan oilicioh to make a survey of it 
Tho squadron ascended tho river for some 
distance. The Pnlos and Monocacy con- 
tinued further. 
The two vessels woro fired 


upon from 
tho Coroan fortifications, and 


wo returned to tho other vosiolsoC the squad- 
ron. Admiral Rodgor.J eout a niossugo to 
tho Coroau officials, giving them ton days 
in which they might make an explana- 
tion for firing on tho American vessols. J\o 
attention was given to the communication, 
and at tbo expiration of tlio ton days the 
admiral determined to secure an explana- 
tion by force. Wo landod 1,000 moil, and at- 
tacked the fortification. 
The result was 


thatnooi'ly 7UO Coroans tvoro killed and about 
150 taken prisoners. 
Wo lost only twonty- 


fivo or thirty. Tho explanation afterward 
Civon Cor firing on our vessels was that tho 
floroaus uover aliowod a foreign vossel to go 
up tho rivor without firing on it. Our in- 
vestigation o£ tho Sherman's destruction 
was terminated because of tho fight with 
tho Coroans." 


Commodore Schloy attributes to this fight 


tho making of tho Coroan treaty with tho 
United Statos about two yoal-3 ago.
